MODERN OPERATING room meth- 


ods have advanced far beyond what they 
were even a few decades ago. Improved 
anesthesia and antibiotic drugs have 
opened the way to operations that were 
formerly considered impossible- 


Effective methods of handling serious 


emergencies have afso been developed. 
as when a patient's heart suddenly stops 
in the middle of an operation, without, 
much warning. 


This is one of the greatest emer- 


gencies that can face a surgeon. 


A constant supply of fresh blood is 


needed to carry vital oxygen to the im- 
portant organs, including the brain. The 
brain can go without oxygen only about 
five minutes before permanent damage 
occurs due to lack of oxygen. 


If the brain is without oxygen longer, 


brain cells are destroyed and the person 
may never recover all his full mental 
powers. 


It is therefore crucial to restore the 


heart beat and action of the lungs 
quickly before this five minutes has 
elapsed. 


Because of this time factor, the rapid 


cooperation of "the operating1 team is »ll- 
important. As soon as the heart stops, 
artificial respiration is started with th* 


machine.
